F.D.R., in Appeal to Miners, 
e@ Warns Nothing Must Slow 
United States’ War Effort

WASHINGTON, May 3 


.—(CP)—President Roosevelt 


appealed last night to ‘‘the essential patriotism” of the strik- 
ing coal miners of the United States to return to the pits 


without further delay. 

In @ broadcast speech, while 
plans were going into operation 
te reopen Monday morning the 
3,860 closed mines under the 
management of the government 
itself, the president declared thet 
each idle miner “directly and in- 
dividually obstructs” the war ef- 
fort of the United States, 

The president's speech was blunt 
and frank. He said the forward 
movement of the United States, 
and indirectly of the United Na- 
tions, “must not be hampered by 
any one individual or by the lead 
ers of any one group here back 
bome.” 

He declared that production of 
@ai “will not be stopped” and told 
Ge 800,000 striking miners they/

were gambling with the future of 
their country 

“We have not won this war,” the 
| president declared. 
| “We will win this war as we pro- 
| duce and deliver our total armed 
| effort on the high seas and on the 
battle fronts. 

"That required unrelenting, un- 
interrupted effort here on the home 
front.” 
| <A stoppage of coal production, 
he continued, “even for a short 
time would involve a gamble 
with the lives of American sol- 
diers and sailors and the future 
security of our whole people.

Russian, Nazi 
Armies Ready 
| Open Attacks

MOSCOW, May 3.—Front 
reports said today that both 
the, German .and Russian-afs 
mies apparently have com- 
pleted re-grouping operations 
all along the 1,800-mile front 
and Soviet guns have begun 
thundering a prelude to bat- 
tles that probably will decide 
the war in the east. 

Several large-scale engage- 
ments preliminary to the main 
offensive have been joined in the 
northwest Caucasus. The Soviet 
Sunday midnight communique 
said the Russians had killed more 
than 7,000 Axis troops and 
wrecked 25 tanks and armored 
cars im smashing a@ six-day Ger- 
man offensive designed to dis- 
lodge the Red Army from posi- 
tions near the Black Sea naval 
base of Novorossisk. 

“Having been bled white without 
achieving any success, the enemy 
was forced to discontinue his at- 
tacks,” the high command said. 

It was not clear whether the 
German offensive was the same 
one which the Soviet announced 
last week had been repulsed in the 


“Kuban area’—the usual Russian 
designation for the Caucasian 
front.

Names of ‘Missing’ 
May Be Published 


OTTAWA, May 3,—(CP)—While 
the names of missing Canadian air- 
men still will not appear on offi- 
cial casualty lists until five weeks 
after the operation from which they 
failed to return, there is no objec- 
tion to next-of-kin giving informa- 
tion to the newspapers, an R.C.A.F. 
spokesman said today. 

The aim in not publishing the 
names in the official lists immedi- 
ately is'to keep from the enemy 
cemplete information on the num 
ber of men missing as a result of a 
specific operation, this spokesman 
said. 

However, there was no objection 
to the release of information by 
next-of-kin, since it was unlikely a 
complete list would thus be made 
available on any given day.

Victory..Loan., 
Purchases Top 


Third of Total’ 


OTTAWA, May 3.—(CP)—The | 
Fourth Victory Loan swung into 
the second week of the three- 
week campaign today with a total 
of $372,544,900 subscribed—slight- 
ly more than one-third of the 
minimum objective of $1,100,000,- 
00¢. 

Subscriptions on Saturday, final 
day of the first week, totalled $59,- 
785,550, keeping the average figure 
just above $60,000,000 

The first week of the third Vic- 
tory loan drive rolled up a total of 
$312,410,900 but the objective then 
was $750,000,000. The corresponding 
day's total in the last loan was 
$53,642,850. 


AIM OF COMMITTEE 

The national war finance commit- 
tee said that the aim of obtaining 
$500,000,000 from the general pub- 
lic canvass and tue payroll division 
meant a 33 per cent increase in dol- 
lars and a sharp increase in the 
number of subscribers 

Analysis of the first week's 
records showed that the increase in 
dollars so far was 19 per cent and 
in numbers 13 per cent. Officials 
described this as “promising, but 
only moderately so.” 

G. W. Spinney, chairman of the 
national war finance committee, 
commenting on this analysis, 
said: “Canada as @ whole is doing 
better than in any previous loan, 
but is not doing well enough yet.” 

He paid tribute to the record of 
the armed forces, particularly the 
army which had subscribed $5,397,- 
150, compared with $2,700,000 in the 
entire third Victory loan, 
“PEOPLE'S LOAN” 

“We cannot be satisfied with our 
present advance over third Victory 
loan,” said Mr. Spinney. “We must 
march forward strongly to higher

HAMILTON, Ont, May 3~ (CP) 


| Damage estimated at $150,000 was 


caused by one of the worst fires 
in Hamilton's history which swept 
the east end of the city Saturday, 
destroying a large lumber yard and 
four houses and causing injury to 
five firemen and one civilian, The 
blaze, which raged for several 
hours, at one time endangered the 
whole district. 

The outbreak started at the 
southwest corner of the Dominion 
and Coal Co., LAd., property.

Five firemen were burned, one 
seriously.

TERRIFYING EFFICIENCY 

That is merely an example of 
the terrifying efficiency of La 
Betty.

Speaking directly to the men who 
work in the colleries, Mr. Roosevelt 
turned his remarks at one point to 
a personal vein. He said some of 
them had sons coming back from 
the fronts, wounded, some here in 
a hospital in Washington, and sev- 
eral who had been decorated. 

Without mentioning names, he 
spoke of a Pennsylvania soldier 
who was a coal miner before his 
induction and whose father is a 
miner, This man, he said, was seri- 
ously wounded by Nazi machine 
gun bullets on a bombing mission 
over Europe. A Kentucky boy, son 
of a coal miner, was wounded when 
American troops landed in North 
Africa six months ago. Another, 
from Illinois, he said, was a coal 
miner and his father and two 
brothers worked in the mines. He 
was seriously wounded in Tunisia, 
the president said, while trying to 
recue two comrades whose jeep 
had been blown up by a Nazi mine. 

Declaring that the miners had 
ample reason to know there were 
certain basic rights worth fight- 
ing and dying for, Mr. Roosevelt 
said the war is going te go on and 
“coal will be mined no matter 
what any individual thinks about 
it.” 

“The operation of our factories, 
our power plants, our railroads will 
not be stopped,” he remarked firm- 
ly. “Our munitions must move to 
our troops.” 

“Under these circumstances it is 
inconceivable that any miner can 
choose any course other than going 
back to work and mining coal.” 


AVOID VIOLENCE 
Saying the country could not af- 
ford violence, the president prom- 
ised that, if it became necessary, 
complete and adequate protection 
would be given any miner and his 
family, “who seeks patriotically to 
go back and work.” ;

The choice before the people of Canada 
is simply to buy Victory bonds or to pay 
higher taxes. By one process or the other 
the money to finance the nation’s war ef- 
fort must be obtained. 

Theoretically there is another alterna- 
tive. The war effort could be scaled down, 
some of our armed forces demobilized, war 
factories closed, and the outlay thus re- 
duced to whatever amount the available 
funds would permit. But in the realm of 
reality there is no such alternative, Can- 
adians are not pikers, and what they have 
undertaken to do that they will do. 

That being the case, should the bond 
sale fall short of the mark set, there would 
be no course open to parliament but 
to hoist the income tax or some other tax, 
and take the shortage from current earn- 
ings by this means. 

No person has been heard calling on 
parliament to raise taxes instead of bor- 
rowing the half of the year’s outlay it is 
proposed to raise by selling bonds. Taxa- 
tion has by general consent about reached 
the maximum that the taxpayers at large 
could stand. If it went much higher the 
standard of living would have to go down, 
and the inducement to earn would be seri- 
ously reduced. 

Buying bonds is an effective way—the 
only practical way—to help keep the tax 
level from going up.

More Bombs for Tokyo? 


General Stilwell is in Washington, not 
in a Japanese prison camp—as the Paris 
radio stated a few days ago. He is accom- 
panied by Major General Chennault, com- 
mander of the U.S. air force in China. Their 
visit is conjectured to be concerned with 
the strengthening of Allied forces on the 
anti-Japanese front, particularly with the 
expansion of air power to the strength re- 
quired to broaden and intensify the offens- 
ive on the Asian mainland. 

Tokyo will have no hope that this sur- 
mise is incorrect, and has cause to suspect 
that plans are in the making to take up its 
challenge to drop more bombs on the 
“sacred” soil of Japan itself. 

If Tojo’s publicity men listen to foreign 
broadcasts—-which non-official Japanese 
are forbidden to do on penalty of death 
they have heard some things which war- 
rant them in harboring the unwelcome 
suspicion of coming trouble on the home 
front. For one thing, they heard the other 
day that United States factories are turn- 
ing out 100,000 airplanes this year. And for 
another they have learned that the Axis 
air power in Europe has lost control of the 
skies, 

Putting these two facts together even 
the mathematics the Oriental “new 
order” work out to a conclusion that Hiro- 
hito had better stay close to his dug-out.

But there is confidence, 
Stronger than Moscow has efore ex- 
pressed, that the turning point has been 
Passed and it is now the enemy who must 
face the prospect of destruction. If this 
Seems to be an optimistic outlook, it can 
be easily put to the test. All one has to do 
is to ask himself whether he would like the 
Situation to be reversed, and the Allies to 
be in the position now occupied by the Axis 
powers.

The Rumor: That in announcing 
the terms of the Fourth Victory 
Loan, the Minister of Finance 
mentioned that the short-term 
bonds will not be redeemable be- 
fore maturity and that the long

When parents assume = full 
economic responsibility for 
themseives and their children 
and support a home separate | 
from the grandparents, then | 
they may carry out their own 
ideas of child rearing and train-

But, when parents make their 
own parents wholly or partially 
responsible for their support, 
these grandparents have a right 
to have something to say about
